proceedings, and automat cally replaced by the pexi alternate member. Any aliemnate member
appointed noder the automatic replacement provisions hexein deseribed shall become a member
of the commission and shall be subject to removal and aulomatic replacement as 1f origially
appointed as a member. In accordance with Paragraph 4(A)(1)&(2) of Military Commussion
Order No. 1, should no alternate member be available to replace any member [ remove or any
member removed pursuant to a challenge for cause, and provided that at least three members, in

addition to the Presiding Officer, remain, the commussion may proceed withoul appombment of
additional members.
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
